The Mary Helen Cochran Library 
of Sweet Briar Is to be completed 
by the middle, of August and will be 
ready for use at the opening of the 
college In September. 

The Library la to have a capacity 
for over 100,000 volumes. At present 
It la to contain more than 19,000 
books, 3,000 of which have been pur- 
chased this past year. A great many
